HE yreat rise in land values in the vicinity of Fifth 
TT Avenue and Thirty-fourth Street provides an inter- 

esting story of men whose faith in the future of New 
York was the foundaticn not only of personal fertunes, but 
of the development of this and other sections of the city. 

John Jacob Astor is recalled first, the thrifty. indus- 
trious pioneer. The basis of his fortune was the profit 
realized in exchanges with the Indians. He brought them 
gewgaws and they brought him their furs. The sub- 
stantial backbone of his fortune was reinvestment in land. 
This was a passion with Astor, and the wisdom of the 
procedure is exemplified in the valuable holdings of the 
estate throughout the city. Cne of these, the Waldorf- 
Astoria site at Thirty-fourth Street, is the next to the 
highest assessed parcel on Fifth Avenue. 

A “Dr.” Samuel Townsend, who made a fortune by 
advertising Townsend's Sarsparilla in the days just prior 
to the Civil War, was one of the pioneer residents in this 
vicinity. Realizing that the city would develop northerly, 
he purchased ar site at the northwest corner of Thirty- 
fourth Street and Fifth Avenue, where now is Iccated a 
branch of the Columbia Bank-Irving Trust Company. The 
home which he built on the site was one of the show-places 
of the city 

A. T. Stewart, the famous merchant, who came from 
Belfast in 1818, and from small beginnings accumulated a 
great fortune, later purchased the Townsend site for his 
residence, a palatial structure of Italian marble, which tn 
time gave way to the inroads cf commerce. 

The Aitman block on the northwest corner is a more 
lasting tribute to a pioneer merchant, Benjamin Altman. 
He was one of the first to sense the possibilities of Fifth 
Avenue as a shopping center and displayed unusual faith 
in its future in the erection, in 1906, of the palatial store 
occupying am entire square block, one of the largest build 
ings on Fifth Avenue. 

It is necessary to step up Fifth Avenue a few blocks, to 
rhirty-ninth Street, to observe another influence of John 
Jacob Astor on the wo Sh of the Avenue. 

Here is an unpretent.ous brick building. 
sisters, heirs of an e state valued at approximat 
000, who will “never, never, never sell.” 

The reason is that John G. Wendel. founder of the for- 
une, was an associate of John Jacob Astor. One can 
imagine the partnership two strong men, @acn agreeing 
with the other that land values would go up.
